How many more months are we to be subjected to petty 
anti-Tesco letters printed on the front page of the 
Bar Hill News. 

I, for one, as a resident of Bar Hill, an interested 
in nil facts relating to the local community, but I 
stress the word "facts" not biased and juvenile 
assumptions. 

The writer obviously assumes that we are all of the 
same q3inion as him, or her, as the case may be, but I 
would like to state categorically, that I, for one, 
am not. 

Tesco*s appears to be quite acceptable when donating 
groceries to the value of £300 towards the cost of a 
new village hall, or when they generously respond to 
any appeal by various loca}. organisations to assist 
in fund raising schemes. 

I would like to refresh the memory of the letter- 
writer, of difficulties and inconveniences experienced 
by local residents before the coning of Tesco^s. 

Bar Hill v/as without a grocery and butcher shop for 
20 months after the sudden closure of ’Keynarkets.* 
Mothers with young children, and .people of the older 
age group, who v/ere without transport, were particularly 
affected by this situation. Now, they hn.ve a place in 
which they can browse or buy, to meet and socialise 
with fellov/ residents, and to have a cup of tea or 
coffee if thev so desire. 

I work at Tesco*s, and w&ar a badge saying "V/elcome 
to Tesco*s". What a pity our community which has 
benefitted quite considerably cannot reciprocate by 
saying to Tesco^s, "Welcome to Bar Hill.

In my term of office 
as both Secretary and Chairman, this offer 
has only been accepted on approximately three 
occasions in the past eighteen months.

We have only asked questions that we believe 
residents of this village would like answers 
to. Por example; VTiat are Tescos’ future 
developments and expansion likely to be; and 
why have publicly displayed artists impress¬ 
ions of landscaping not come to fruition?? 

In conclusion, I would be the first to agree with you 
that Tescos’ have been very generous in the past with 
their donations to many village organisations, 
including our own Association. 

While I would hope that this generosity will continue 
Tescos’ I am sure, will appreciate that this will not 
affect or influence any adverse comments or criticisms 
that the Residents Association might make in the future, 
as these will be for and on behalf of the majority of the 
village.
